Be Abandoned. • 


Greatoi- New York, whose nowepa- 


pui-Ei siiucr about tbe farms and faat- 
not,ses within tho limits ot western 
citk'H, was linpalctl on her own juvclin 
tlic other dtiy. Thia is the tnle of the 
wiUIcrnc.sn which cxibtu within the me- 
tropolis: An engino ol the New York 
fire department on tho way to a blaze 
got tangled up iu the dense under 
bruhh ubout \Vost Two Hundred and 
Si:;tli street and lutd to he abandoned. 
The firemen put the lira out with buck- 
ets of water and lor,t the engine, which 
luid been appropriated by tho omni- 
present, Xew York smitll boy. 


All this happened about Inwood, a 


lonely section o£ the city situated in 
the borough of Mauhnttun, on the 
shore of thu Hudson river below Spuy- 
ten Duyvil. 
An engine company of 


tho metropolitan flro department la 
situated tit Inwood. Tho firemen hnve 
plenty of time to fish and row and com- 
mit to memory the time tables of the 
Hudson river steamboats, Occasion- 
ally they respond to an alarm o£ fire, 
tho response being accomplished with 
great difficulty. Tho alarm ticked out 
that tho (Ire was above Two Hundred 
mid Sixth btrect, and tho men of the 
engine company started out to find it. 


They knew tho roads in n general 


way within a rndlus o£ a mile oi! the 
engine house, but beyond that dia- 
ttinc-o tlio upper end of the Bronx is a 
tracldcRB wilderness to them. Away 
they went, cloncly followed by tho 
small boy popular in Inwood and sur- 
rounding ])iu-t3 of the city. The flro 
cujfino ran tmoxpcctoilly into a crow
